This appeal was made in an extra edition of “The Nation’s 
Business,” the official publication of this national. body—something 
never put out before by this great organization, but use of the 
seriousness of the message conveyed, a departure that was deemed 
more than justified if a realization of the situation could be brought 
home to the average, every-day man. 

Outside of the introductory paragraph the message is a.verbatim 
report of the committee appointed by the United States Chamber . 
This fran 
statement,” says the introduction, “seemed so important as to war- 
rant the unusual procedure of a special number. In view of proposed 
and pending legislation, the approaching Conference on limitation of 
armament, and our own business situation, we felt it a duty to pre- 
sent it promptly to our subscribers.” 


Many Atlanta business men who have read the full text of the 
message have taken the serious view that the time has come for con- 
structive and intensive educational work along the line of getting 
the idea over to the great bulk of the Americay people. 


With this thought in mind, consider the following statements—a 
few of those contained in the report sent out: 


“There ig evidence on every hand that the world is now operating 
on a basis of less than half of the pre-war standard, although a few 
industries are enjoying full or nearly full activities in some countries. 

“There are no dependable figures to meagure the great decline m 
consumption, but European economists whose opinions are highly re- 
garded declare that the consumption of three hundred million people 
has been reduced, on the average, to almost thirty per cent of what 
it .was previous to the war. 


“There is a great need of raw materials, food, clothing, and all 
kinds of manufactured products. Millions of people want the com- 
modities which others could supply. 

“Daring the five years prior to 1914 the foreign trade of the 
United States amonnted, on an average, to $4,000,000,000 a year. In 
the fiscal year 1920 the value of our foreign trade was $13,347,000,000, 
or over a billion dollars a month. In 1921 it dropped to $10,171,000,000, 
a decrecse of 23.8 per cent. 

“The products of our farms and mines represent about two-thirds 
of our exports. Cotton holds first place and wheat second. 

“During the five fiscal years 1910 to 1914, ‘inclusive, our exports 
of cotton averaged 8,840,000 bales. In the year ending June 30, 1920, 
there was 7,870,000 bales exported, ,while in the year ending June 30, 
1921, there was but 6,623,000 bales exported. 

“Before the war the European countries transacted about two- 
thirds of the total international business. They purchased more than 
half of the exports of the United States: , 

“From the figures quoted respecting these few commodities we 
assume that no man will seriously consider the proposition that this 
country should isolate itself from Europe, our greatest market, or that 
the question of our foreign trade does not interest practically every 
business man, every farmer, and every worker in the United States. 
The development of our industries requires not simply that our foreign 
trade be maintained but that it be persistently expanded. 

“In every country the committee found unanimous agreement that 
confidence does not exist because peace is not established, although 
almost three years have elapsed-since the armistice. 

“Among the bankers and business men of every country visited, 
it is the general belief that the establishment of peace and restora- 
tion of confidence Are impossible without the whole-hearted co-oper- 
ation of all allied, neutral and former enemy countries. 

“Doubtless it was the realization of our moral as well as our finan- 
zial and commercial responsibility in relieving the world’s depressed 
condition that caused the president to call the posed conference 
in Washington to consider the reduction of armam 

“Any student of world affairs cannot escape the conclusion, that 
each of the nations, including the United States, cannot continue to 
expend so large a part of its entire revenue, series! from taxation 
which is now almost unbearable, in preparation for futuré war, if the 
present civilization is to continue. To peace and to the restoration of 
the world’s economic balance we must give our attention.”

Dr. War- 
ren Mosby Seay was talking of the

“The time was,” said he, when 
the followers of Him who was meek 
and low. y. who gave us the sermon 
en the mount, who was the very 
embodiment of love, burnt each oth- 
er at the stake for Jesus’ sake: This 
was done by Catholics, but it is also 
true that Protestants did the same 
thing. 

“Intolerance was exhibited not 
only by Papists bu tby the Puritans, 
who were not always careful to 
concede to others the freedom to 
worship God according to the dic- 
tates of their .own consciences—a 
right which they demanded for 
themselves. Of this the -Baptist 
linger Williams could bear witness 
if he were here. They subjected 
our Baptist fathers to all sorts of 
pains and penalties as disturbers of 
he public peace. ö 

The E — in my 31d 
state of Virgina were not far be- 
hind them in intolerance. nd even 
the Baptists, to tell the whole truth, 
of the matter, were not slow to pro- 
nounce anathemas against those 
who differed with them as to the 
ordinance of the Gospel, and they 
did not feel that they had properly 
expounded the word unless they had 
properly pounded those whom they 
regarded as perverters of that word. 
They did not concern themselves al- 
ways with .speaking the truth in 
love, but gnashed their teeth and 
clinched their fists and clawed the 
alr and were inclined, to be ieve that 
ne man could hold contrary view 
unless he were wilfully blind and a 
child of the devil. 

“Now we have not only inter- 
change of courtesies among Chris- 
tians of different denominations, but 
exchanges of pulpits and hearty co- 
operation in evangelistic work and 
deeds of philanthropy, with a cor- 
dial concession of mutual sincerity 
in things they differ on.

“I have seen papal pre'ates and 
protestant ministers on the same 
platforms engaged in the same re- 
Iigious services, and at Richmond 1 
have seen Jews worship one day in 
the same church where Dr. Haw- 
thorne and the Grove avenue saints 
worshipped the next—and there was 
no need of policemen. to keep the 
peace. 

“I believe in charity toward all 
and malice toward none. I say for 
myself what I hope everyone of you 
will say for yourselves, that we will 
allow no man or of men, 
whether political or religious, or 
rolitico-religious or socio-pbdlitical, 
to dictate to us what shall be the 
earmarks of our Americanism. 

“Any organization. whether civie 
or religious. that arrays race 
against race or creed against creed 
or sect against sect, or sows the 
seed of suspicion and hate in the 
heart of man against his fellow- 
man, neither fosters true American- 
ism nor promotes the spirit of the 
religion of Jesus Christ. We need a 
religion that will have nothing to 
do with racial and religious intol- 
erance.”
